The  1963  season  marks  Tom  Yawkey’s  30th  year  as 
owner  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox,  and  his  continuing  and 
unwavering  interest  in  the  fortunes  of  the  club  and  his 
desire  to  make  the  Red  Sox  a  true  contender  in  the 
American  League  was  again  evidenced  last  Fall  and 
winter  when  he  elevated  Mike  Higgins  to  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  and  m«de  Johnny  Pesky  manager  and  encouraged 
the  extensive  trading  aimed  at  improving  the  Red  Sox 
long  ball  potential  and  strengthening  the  bench. 

The  changes  are  calculated  to  start  the  club  back  up 
the  American  League  ladder  with  a  balanced  combina¬ 
tion  of  veterans  and  youngsters,  looking  ahead  to  the 
time  a  few  years  hence,  when  some  of  the  highly 
touted  minor  league  stars  will  be  ready  for  Fenway 
Park  action  .  .  .  ready  to  bring  the  Red  Sox  back  to 
the  stature  the  team  enjoyed  with  such  stars  of  the 
Yawkey  era  as  Lefty  Grove,  Jimmy  Foxx,  Bobby  Doerr, 
Ted  Williams,  Tex  Hughson,  Vern  Stephens,  present 
manager  Johnny  Pesky,  Mel  Parnell  and  several  others. 

Thomas  Austin  Yawkey  was  born  in  Detroit,  Feb.  21, 
1903.  His  foster-father,  William  H.  Yawkey,  the  famed 
industrialist,  was  President  and  owner  of  the  Detroit 
Tigers  in  Tom’s  early  years,  so  his  indoctrination  into 
baseball  came  at  a  young  age.  That  was  a  period  when 
the  Tigers  had  many  of  the  super  stars  of  the  game 
and  baseball  became  young  Tom’s  game. 

He,  himself,  played  at  Irving  School  and  at  Yale 
University,  and  even  today  he  continues  to  work  out 


Vice  -  President 

Dick  O’Connell 

Very  few  men  in  baseball  possess  the  thorough  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  business  operations  of  a  major  league  base¬ 
ball  club  which  Dick  O’Connell  does.  The  first  greater 
Boston  native  to  become  a  front  office  leader  of  the  Red 
Sox,  he  was  made  Executive  Vice-President  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1960. 

Prior  to  that  appointment  he  had  been  business  manager 
of  the  club  and  director  of  all  Fenway  Park  operations 
for  several  years. 

Under  the  new  executive  setup  created  with  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  Mike  Higgins  to  Executive  Vice-President 
in  charge  of  baseball  and  player  personnel,  O’Connell 
will  concentrate  on  coordinating  all  the  other  intricate 
business  operations  and  details  connected  with  a  present 
day  major  league  organization. 

A  native  of  Winthrop,  Mass.,  O’Connell  graduated 
from  Boston  College  in  1937,  and  received  his  Master’s 
Degree  from  the  same  school  in  1938.  After  playing 
both  baseball  and  football  at  Winthrop  High  and  Boston 
College,  he  became  a  teacher-coach  before  entering  the 
U.  S.  Navy  in  1942. 

As  an  officer  in  Naval  Intelligence  in  the  Pacific  Area, 
he  played  a  vital  part  in  the  planning  of  all  Pacific 
invasions  from  Tarawa  in  1943  to  Okinawa  in  1945. 
He  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  1946  as  Business 
Manager  of  the  Lynn  Red  Sox  in  the  old  New  England 
League.  He  came  to  Fenway  Park  in  1948  and  climbed 
steadily  in  the  administration.  Prior  to  becoming  Vice- 
president  he  was  recognized  as  one  of  New  England’s 
top  football  officials.

with  employees  in  fast-paced  “pepper”  games  at  Fen¬ 
way  Park  when  the  Red  Sox  are  on  the  road. 

When  he  took  the  Red  Sox  over  in  1933,  he  inherited 
a  chronic  second  division  team  and  a  ballpark  sadly  in 
need  of  repairs.  He  immediately  began  a  rebuilding 
program  for  both  the  team  and  the  park. 

The  Red  Sox  became  in  a  couple  of  years  one  of  the 
real  power  clubs  in  baseball,  and  Fenway  Park  is  now 
recognized  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  best  kept 
baseball  parks  in  the  nation. 

Through  his  30  years  with  the  Red  Sox,  there  have  been 
many  thrills  and  many  disappointments  for  “Boston's 
Own  Mr.  Baseball,”  as  His  Eminence,  Richard  Cardinal 
Cushing,  once  described  Tom  Yawkey.  There  was  the 
thrill  of  winning  the  1946  American  League  pennant, 
coupled  with  a  disappointing  loss  in  the  World  Series 
to  the  Cardinals.  There  were  thrills  and  disappoint¬ 
ments  aplenty  in  tieing  Cleveland  in  1948  and  losing 
the  playoff,  or  the  battle  to  the  wire  with  the  Yankees 
in  1949,  and  many,  many  more  connected  with  such 
individual  Red  Sox  stars  as  Ted  Williams,  Bobby 
Doerr,  Foxx,  Grove  and  others. 

Through  all  the  ups  and  downs,  his  dedication  to  the 
game  of  baseball  has  made  him  one  of  the  most  re¬ 
spected  men  the  game  has  ever  known.  His  -decisions 
in  league  meetings  and  in  his  capacity  as  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  American  League  have  been  made  in  the

Last  fall  and  winter  after  watching  new  Executive  Vice- 
President  Mike  Higgins  lay  the  groundwork  and  then 
make  the  trades  that  brought  the  Red  Sox  long  ball 
right-handed  hitters,  Dick  Stuart  and  Roman  Mejias, 
and  the  additional  bench  strength  in  Felix  Mantilla  and 
Dick  Williams,  a  Boston  writer  was  heard  to  remark: 
“Mike  is  working  harder  to  give  Johnny  Pesky  a  good 
ball  club  then  he  or  anyone  else  ever  did  for  him  when 
he  was  manager.” 

With  fifteen  years  of  Red  Sox  managerial  experience 
behind  him,  and  with  seven  full  years  as  Red  Sox 
skipper,  Mike  Higgins  has  earned  the  respect  and 
friendship  of  all  rival  managers  and  front  office 
personnel. 

Michael  F.  Higgins  was  born  May  27,  1909  in  Red 
Oak,  Texas,  and  was  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Texas  in  1930.  He  immediately  joined  the  Philadelphia 
Athletics,  and,  as  “Pinky”  Higgins,  he  was  one  of 
baseball's  best  third  basemen  and  most  feared  hitters. 
He  was  traded  to  the  Red  Sox  in  1937,  and  after  two 
good  seasons,  he  joined  the  Detroit  Tigers  where  he 
remained  except  for  a  year  with  the  U.S.  Navy  in 
1945;  he  was  then  traded  back  to  the  Red  Sox  in  May, 
1946.  That  year  he  helped  the  Sox  win  the  American 
League  pennant. 

Mike  became  a  manager  in  the  Red  Sox  farm  system 
the  next  year.  In  15  years  of  managing  his  clubs  finished 
only  four  times  out  of  the  first  division.  In  1955,  when 
the  Red  Sox  finished  a  strong  fourth  in  the  American 
League,  he  was  named  “Manager  of  the  Year.” 


light  of  what  was  best  for  the  game  as  a  whole,  and  not 
necessarily  what  might  have  been  selfishly  best  for  his 
own  club. 

Not  a  man  to  reflect  on  yesterday’s  triumphs,  in  the 
last  few  years  he  has  demonstrated  by  extensive 
changes  in  the  Red  Sox  organization  that  he  is  con¬ 
stantly  looking  forward  to  bringing  the  Red  Sox  back 
to  their  former  position  of  eminence  in  the  Am.erican 
League.  Such  home  grown  Red  Sox  stars  as  Bill  Mon- 
bouquette,  Dick  Radatz,  Earl  Wilson,  Frank  Malzone, 
Lou  Clinton  and  Carl  Yastrzemski  have  already  estab¬ 
lished  themselves  and  the  Red  Sox  farm  teams  have 
more  than  their  share  of  the  stars  of  the  future. 

Through  the  winter  months  he  is  in  constant  touch 
with  Fenway  Park  from  his  home  in  Georgetown,  South 
Carolina.  He  keeps  information  about  individuals  in  the 
Red  Sox  farm  system  at  his  fingertips,  and  during  the 
season  he’s  a  familiar  figure  in  his  roof  box  at  Fenway 
Park  watching  each  game  closely. 

Allied  with  his  interest  in  the  Red  Sox  has  always  been 
his  dedication  and  association  as  President  of  the 
Children’s  Cancer  Research  Foundation  in  Boston, 
popularly  known  as  the  “Jimmy  Fund.”  Annually,  he 
expends  much  time,  money  and  effort  to  enrich  and 
improve  the  “Jimmy  Fund”  in  its  battle  against  cancer 
in  little  children. 

Any  wonder  then,  that  Cardinal  Cushing  aptly  named 
Tom  Yawkey,  “Boston’s  Own  Mr.  Baseball.”

Neil  T.  Mahoney  —  Director,  Minor  League  System 

Moved  into  the  top  spot,  directing  the  activities  of  the  six  Red  Sox  farm  clubs  and  the  far 
flung  scouting  system,  in  September,  1960.  Another  Greater  Boston  native,  Neil  Mahoney 
was  one  of  the  area’s  top  semipro  catchers  known  and  respected  for  his  all  round  knowl¬ 
edge  of  baseball.  Graduated  from  Northeastern  University  and  later  coached  baseball  at 
Bowdoin  College,  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  organization  as  a  scout  in  1939.  He  was 
supervisor  of  Eastern  scouting  before  being  promoted  to  Minor  League  Director.  He  is  also 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pacific  Cost  League.  Mr.  Mahoney  makes  his 
home  in  Chestnut  Hill,  Mass. 


Joseph  T.  Cummiskey  —  Treasurer 

A  graduate  of  Suffolk  Law  School,  Joe  Cummiskey  had  wide  experience  in  both  law  and 
accounting  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  1948.  He  served  as  a  Lieutenant-Com¬ 
mander  in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II  and  now  handles  many  of  the  complicated  legal  and 
financial  affairs  connected  with  a  modern  major  league  baseball  operation.  He  lives  in  Bel¬ 
mont.  Mass. 


Thomas  B.  Dowd  —  Traveling  Secretary 

One  of  New  England’s  best  known  toastmasters  and  after-dinner  speakers,  Tom  Dowd  is 
now  the  senior  road  secretary  in  the  American  League.  His  duties  have  become  increasingly 
involved  because  of  the  problems  in  moving  the  entire  Red  Sox  ball  club  from  coast  to  coast 
under  American  League  expansion.  For  many  years  following  his  graduation  from  Holy  Cross 
he  was  one  of  the  best  known  National  Football  League  officials,  and  in  recent  years  was  a 
football  radio  commentator.  He  lives  in  West  Roxbury,  Mass. 


William  C.  Crowley  —  Director,  Public  Relations 

Became  Public  Relations  Director  in  October,  1960,  after  serving  for  three  seasons  as  one 
of  Curt  Gowdy’s  broadcasting  partners.  A  native  of  Dorchester,  Crowley  was  a  World  War 
II  bomber  pilot  prior  to  his  graduation  from  Boston  University.  He  also  holds  a  Master’s 
Degree  from  the  University  of  Minnesota.  A  newspaperman,  before  entering  radio  in  1949, 
for  several  years  served  as  Sports  Information  Director  and  Instructor  in  Economics  at  Holy 
Cross  College.  He  resides  in  Needham,  Mass. 


Milton  J.  Bolling  —  Executive  Assistant 

Former  Red  Sox  shortstop,  whose  career  was  cut  short  by  injuries,  he  returned  to  the 
organization  two  years  ago  as  Executive  Assistant.  In  this  capacity,  he  has  been  involved 
in  all  phases  of  the  club’s  organization,  including  special  scouting  assignments  for  the  Red 
Sox  minor  league  system.  Like  his  brother,  Frank,  All  Star  second  baseman  of  the  Mil¬ 
waukee  Braves,  he  is  a  graduate  of  Spring  Hill  College  in  his  native  Mobile,  Alabama.  He 
was  a  successful  trucking  executive  in  the  South  before  returning  to  baseball.  His  home  is 
in  Sharon,  Mass. 


John  M.  Malaney  —  Associate  Director,  Public  Relations 

He  chronicled  the  activities  of  the  Red  Sox  for  many  years  for  Boston  newspapers  before 
joining  the  Red  Sox  staff  as  Assistant  to  Joe  McKenney,  now  the  American  League  pub¬ 
licity  director.  Jack  Malaney  was  President  of  the  Baseball  Writer’s  Association  of  America 
in  1944,  and  after  serving  the  Red  Sox  as  Public  Relations  Director  in  1959  and  1960,  now 
continues  as  associate.  His  home  is  in  West  Roxbury,  Mass. 
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The  Manager 


John  Michael  Paveskovich,  better  known  to  baseball  fans 
as  Johnny  Pesky,  and  to  close  associates  as  “The  Needle,” 
was  born  September  27,  1919  in  Portland,  Oregon. 

His  appointment  as  manager  of  the  Red  Sox  on  the  night 
of  October  6,  1962  in  New  York  City,  on  the  eve  of  the 
third  game  of  the  1962  World  Series,  was  the  latest  milestone 
in  a  notable  baseball  career,  which  began  when  he  was  a 
clubhouse  boy,  shining  shoes  and  serving  soft  drinks  to  the 
members  of  the  Portland  club  of  the  Pacific  Coast  League 
as  a  youngster. 

When  he  originally  signed  with  the  Red  Sox  in  late  1939, 
he  had  already  distinguished  himself  in  high  school  and 
amateur  baseball  ranks  throughout  the  Pacific  Northwest, 
and  he  wasted  no  time  moving  to  the  major  leagues. 

In  1940,  he  led  his  first  club.  Rocky  Mount,  with  187 
hits  as  a  lead-off  batter  and  a  batting  average  of  .325.  That 
jumped  him  right  to  triple  A  baseball  with  Louisville  of  the 
American  Association,  where  he  garnered  195  hits,  again 
hit  .325  and  was  selected  Most  Valuable  Player  in  the  league. 
In  his  first  season  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1942,  he  boosted  his 
batting  average  to  .331,  and  his  205  hits  not  only  led  the 
league  but  were  also  enough  to  tie  the  record  for  the  most 
hits  by  a  major  leaguer  in  his  first  full  season. 

After  spending  the  next  three  seasons  in  the  U.S.  Naval 
Air  Arm  as  a  flying  Lieutenant  Junior  Grade,  he  became 
one  of  the  key  players  in  the  Red  Sox  pennant  drive  of  1946, 
when  he  led  the  league  with  208  hits,  batted  .335  and  be¬ 
came  one  of  the  two  “table  setters”,  with  Dom  Dimaggio  for 
the  great  Ted  Williams. 

He  was  traded  to  Detroit  in  June,  1952,  after  a  distin¬ 
guished  Red  Sox  career  with  some  of  the  greatest  Red  Sox 
teams  of  all  time,  and  finished  his  major  league  playing 
career  with  the  Washington  Senators  in  1954. 

It  was  while  serving  as  player-coach  under  Ralph  Houk, 
present  Yankee  manager,  with  Denver  in  1955,  that  he  made 
up  his  mind  to  become  a  manager.  Johnny  credits  Houk’s 
encouragement  and  advice  with  being  a  major  factor  in  his 
decision. 

He  managed  in  the  Detroit  Tiger  farm  system  with  notable 
success  for  five  years,  before  rejoining  the  Red  Sox  as 
manager  of  their  triple  A  farm  club  in  Seattle  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  League  for  the  past  two  years.  In  his  first  year  as  a 
manager  in  1956,  he  directed  Durham  to  a  second  place 
finish  in  the  Carolina  League.  His  1957  Birmingham  club 
finished  sixth  in  the  Southern  Association,  the  only  time  any 
of  his  teams  has  failed  to  finish  in  the  first  division.  Following 
{jennants  in  1958  and  1959  with  Lancaster  and  Knoxville,  he 


led  Victoria  into  a  tie  for  third  in  the  Texas  League.  Seattle 
finished  third  in  1961  and  fourth  in  1962  under  his  direction. 

At  Seattle,  he  handled  many  of  the  present  Red  Sox  per¬ 
sonnel  in  two  hustling  clubs,  which  impressed  all  observers 
with  their  excellent  condition  and  aggressiveness.  In  the  past 
couple  of  years,  he  turned  down  more  than  one  major  league 
coaching  offer  to  stay  with  the  Red  Sox  organization. 

It  was  during  his  Navy  days  that  he  met  and  married 
Ruth  Hickey  from  Lynn,  Mass.,  a  suburb  of  Boston,  and  he 
has  made  his  home  in  Greater  Boston  since  World  War  II. 
With  their  son,  David,  the  couple  presently  lives  in  Brookline, 
Mass. 

One  of  the  most  popular  players  to  ever  wear  a  Red  Sox 
uniform,  his  selection  as  manager  was  greeted  with  renewed 
interest  and  enthusiasm  for  Red  Sox  prospects  throughout 
New  England.

This  is  his  fourth  season  as  Red  Sox  third  base  coach,  a  spot  where  he  ranks  with 
some  of  the  finest  in  the  game.  He  is  the  only  member  of  Mike  Higgins’  staff  to  be 
retained  by  Johnny  Pesky. 

Always  considered  to  be  one  of  the  great  National  League  second  baseman  of  all 
time  with  the  Chicago  Cubs  and  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  from  1931  to  1946.  He  was  a 
Dodger  coach  from  1952  through  1957  and  coached  with  the  Milwaukee  Braves  in 
1958-59,  before  coming  to  the  Red  Sox.  Also  managed  briefly  with  the  Pittsburgh 
Pirates.  Rated  among  the  best  golfers  and  bridge  players  in  baseball. 


Harry  “Fritz”  Dorish 

Born:  July  13,  1921,  Swoyersville,  Pa.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Home:  Kingston,  Pa. 

Originally  signed  into  the  Red  Sox  system  as  18  year  old  pitcher  in  1940.  Finally 
came  up  to  the  Red  Sox  in  1947,  after  spending  three  years  in  military  service  during 
World  War  II.  Best  known  as  a  very  effective  reliever,  he  spent  three  years  with  the 
Red  Sox  and  later  pitched  for  the  St.  Louis  Browns,  Chicago  White  Sox  and  Baltimore 
Orioles,  before  finishing  his  pitching  career  with  the  White  Sox  in  1953.  As  a  Red  Sox 
scout  he  has  worked  with  young  pitching  prospects  in  the  minor  league  training  camp 
for  the  past  two  years,  and  it  was  there  that  Pesky  became  impressed  with  his  know¬ 
how  and  capacity  for  hard  work,  and  asked  him  to  be  pitching  coach.

.326,  with  111  hits,  including  17  homers,  nine  triples  and  23  doubles  for 
a  slugging  percentage  of  .540  for  the  season,  which  ranked  him  eighth  in 
the  major  leagues  behind  such  sluggers  as  Mickey  Mantle,  A1  Kaline  and 
Harmon  Killebrew  of  the  American  League,  and  Frank  Robinson,  Hank 
Aaron,  Willie  Mays  and  Frank  Howard  of  the  National  League.

His  14  losses  included  a  few 
one  run  heartbreakers  which  could  easily  have  gone  in  the  win  column. 

He  came  to  the  Red  Sox  in  December,  1960,  in  a  straight  swap  with 
the  Philadelphia  Phillies  for  Frank  Sullivan.  At  that  time,  he  was  also  a 
member  of  the  World  Champion  Boston  Celtics  in  the  National  Basket¬ 
ball  Association  and  became  the  first  man  to  play  two  major  professional 
sports  in  the  same  city.

As  the  Red  Sox  rebuild  for  the  future,  they  will  depend 
primarily  on  developing  their  own  future  stars  in  the  far 
flung  five  team  Red  Sox  farm  system,  directed  by  Neil 
Mahoney,  ably  assisted  by  Ed  Kenney. 

These  two  men,  with  years  of  baseball  experience  be¬ 
hind  them,  not  only  direct  the  fortunes  of  the  five  Red  Sox 
farm  teams  in  such  widely  separated  places  as  Seattle, 
Washington;  Wellsville,  New  York;  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina;  Waterloo,  Iowa  and  Reading,  Pa.,  they  also 
coordinate  the  activities  of  a  28  man  scouting  staff. 

Since  September,  1960,  there  have  been  many  changes 
under  Mahoney’s  direction  .  .  .  revamping  of  the  scout¬ 
ing  system,  more  careful  checking  of  the  progress  of  every 
young  man  in  the  Red  Sox  system,  the  advent  of  a  team  in 
the  Florida  Winter  Instructional  League,  and  closer  con¬ 
tact  has  been  developed  between  the  major  league  front 
office  and  minor  league  executives  and  scouts  throughout 
the  country. 

The  28  men  who  scour  the  country  for  future  Red  Sox 
talent  have  a  wealth  of  baseball  experience  and  they  num¬ 
ber  among  them  many  famous  baseball  names  of  the  past. 
The  young  men  who  sign  Red  Sox  contracts  receive  the 
benefits  of  the  best  possible  teaching  and  preparation  to 


bring  them  into  Red  Sox  suits  in  Fenway  Park  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  results  started  to  show  in  1961,  when  Carl  Ya- 
strzemski  and  Chuck  Schilling  came  up  to  the  Red  Sox. 
In  1962,  it  was  Dick  Radatz  and  Bob  Tillman  who  came 
up  to  the  big  club.  Who  wiU  it  be  in  1963  and  1964?  No 
less  than  27  men  on  the  current  roster  are  products  of  the 
Red  Sox  sytem  and  have  played  for  no  other  major  league 
organization. 

Under  Neil  Mahoney’s  guidance,  former  Boston  College 
star  Ed  Kenney  is  the  central  coordinator  of  all  Red  Sox 
minor  league  activity,  teams,  scouts,  records,  etc.  Several 
former  Red  Sox  stars,  including  Ted  Williams,  Bobby 
Doerr,  Mel  Parnell  and  Charlie  Wagner,  play  a  large  part 
in  the  discovery  and  development  of  Red  Sox  stars  of  the 
future.  All  of  these  men  were  products  of  the  Red  Sox 
minor  league  systems  of  the  past.  They  serve  as  coaches  in 
spring  training  camps,  do  special  scouting  and  recruiting 
work,  and  Mel  Parnell  is  currently  manager  of  the  top  Red 
Sox  farm  team  in  Seattle  of  the  Pacific  Coast  League. 

The  young  man  who  signs  with  the  Red  Sox  is  guided, 
watched  and  helped  every  step  of  the  way  on  his  climb  to 
Fenway  Park  by  some  of  the  greatest  names  in  baseball 
in  the  finest  organization  in  the  game.

No  other  baseball  team  is  covered  more  intensively  by  the  press 
than  the  Red  Sox,  and  as  a  consequence  New  England  fans  are  the 
best  informed  of  any  in  the  country. 

The  press  box  at  Fenway  Park  is  always  one  of  the  busiest  spots  in 
the  American  League,  with  anywhere  from  two  to  five  men  from  all 
papers  in  the  area  covering  each  Red  Sox  home  game. 

For  many  writers  the  Red  Sox  assignment  is  a  year  round  job.  They 
follow  the  club  to  spring  training,  travel  with  the  team  during  the 
season,  track  trade  rumors  at  the  World  Series  and  are  also  on  hand 
for  minor  and  major  league  meetings. 

As  a  result  of  all  this  activity,  the  Boston  chapter  of  the  Baseball 
Writers  Association  of  America  has  become  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
nation.  Joe  Cashman  is  the  current  chairman  of  the  Boston  chapter. 
Many  of  the  regular  writers  who  cover  the  Red  Sox  are  pictured  here, 
together  with  Tommy  McCarthy  who  takes  care  of  their  needs.

For  the  past  12  years,  the  key  man  has  been  Wyoming  born  Curt  Gowdy, 
now  definitely  established  as  the  nation’s  number  one  sportscaster.  He  has 
achieved  national  fame  from  his  work  in  World  Series  and  All  Star  games  in 
baseball,  as  a  top  football  announcer  of  college  games  and  last  Fall  of  the 
American  Football  League  telecasts,  his  basketball  work  in  pro  and  college 
ranks  through  the  years,  and  continued  excellence  of  his  descriptions  of 
every  sport  imagineable  on  the  American  Broadcasting  System’s  “Wide 
World  of  Sports.’’ 

He  was  an  outstanding  basketball  player  in  his  own  right  during  his  col¬ 
lege  days  at  the  University  of  Wyoming.  He  jumped  from  broadcasting  in 
Cheyenne,  Wyoming  to  Oklahoma  City,  where  he  aired  Texas  League  games. 
He  joined  Mel  Allen  and  the  New  York  Yankees  in  1949,  and  after  only 
two  years  he  was  appointed  number  one  announcer  with  the  Red  Sox  in 
1951.  He  makes  his  home  in  Wellesley  Hills,  Mass.

A  Pennsylvania  native,  and  a  World  War  II  Marine  veteran  Ned  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Duke  University.  At  Duke,  he  played  varsity  baseball  and  was  an 
outstanding  swimmer.  He  worked  in  the  advertising  and  magazine  businesses, 
prior  to  entering  the  radio  field  several  years  ago.  He  had  worked  the 
Charleston  Senators  games  in  West  Virginia  for  three  years,  before  winning 
the  auditions  to  come  to  the  Red  Sox  two  years  ago.  Along  with  his  baseball 
work,  he  has  become  familiar  to  Greater  Boston  listeners  for  his  work  on 
the  Boston  University  football  games  in  the  Fall.  He  now  makes  his  home 
in  Wellesley,  Mass. 


NED  MARTIN 


One  of  the  veteran  play  by  play  announcers  in  the  country.  Art  returns  for 
his  fourth  year  with  Curt  Gowdy  and  the  Red  Sox.
